(or let me know thereaſon) that theſe two perſons

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that did forbid theſe tranſgreſſions, and that they 
remained unpuniſhed, and that they were ſuffered 
ro come into the ſtreets, or frequent the Markets , 
wherefore weretheyinot (according to the Law of 
Moſes) ſtoned to death , as ir was the cuſtome a- 
monegſt the Fewes formerly to be done, who were 
prefently ready to ſtone them to death , in manner 
as it was with him who had gathered ſticks on the 
Sabbath day, and others alſo for the like offence , 
who without remiſſion have been put to death ?

haxzged, meaning thereby the Virgin Mary : Theſe 
are the abominable lies, and falſe Accuſations, and 
Blaſphemics of the 7ewes. 

Ye unbelieving ewes, you may charge our Sa- 
viour and his Mother with what falſe Accuſation 
you will, or that your unclean ſpirits ſhall move 
you ; but I will clearly manifeſt unto you, and 
prove out of your own Scriptures, that your Ac- 
cuſations are falſe, 

It was an antient cuſtome amongſt the ewes 
before the deſtrution of the Temple of Jeruſalem,

And thereupon the women, who had been preſent 
atthe birth of Chriſt, came preſently to the Prieſts 
or Rabies,and witneſſed that ſhe bare Chriſt in her 
pure Virginity.

And when they ce a Chriſti- 
ans child carried to be ſprinkled, they ſay 
thus , (.7v227 Tra pR N22 M1 RY that is, 
behold they carry a baſtard into an unclean place. 

Finally whatſoever is nſed or accuſto- 
med to be done in the Chriſtian Church, 
they doe preſently open their unworthy 
mouthes , breathing out ſuch abominable 
expreſcions , as theſe are to the diſhonour 
of the Chriſtians.
